Ah, good information. I figured about 10 years later for the Polaroid. 


Yes, the RO had it pretty good on most ships. The radio room itself was fairly 
large (although this one seems a bit bigger than the ones on Liberty and Victory 
ships that I'm familiar with). He was considered a ship's officer. He had his 
own stateroom with steward service. And he was free to leave the ship as soon as 
it docked, unlike the other members of the crew. He didn't have to return until 
just before sailing. ‘Course, this was resented by some members of the crew on 
some ships, especially if the RO made a show of his privileges. 


The ROs were often considered to be "odd ducks". Some certainly were. Reports of 
alcoholic ROs who never left the radio room are common. In "Looking for a Ship" 
John McPhee talks about how ROs are always strange. And in the movie "Now 
Voyager" Bette Davis has a short shipboard affair with the RO in the back seat of 
a limousine carried as deck cargo. When discovered, her aristocratic mother says, 
"But my dear! The radio officer!" as if she could at least have picked the third 
mate.

I would continue checking all the mica caps in the IF transformers. Several 
years ago I was strumped with a similar problem - low IF gain in a BC-348. 
found five open mica caps out of six. Fixing the caps accomplished amazing 
results. I then compared the repaired 348 against another 348 that I had 
aligned and tested several days before. The unit with the new caps was 
hotter than the other 348 that I thought was working fine. Tested the caps 
in the other radio and found two open caps. Oh well, mica caps don't fail! 


The other piece of test equipment I have found to be invaluable is a low 
frequency Measurements grid-dip meter. It allows testing of the complete IF 
transformer, L working with C.

Hi Gang, 


With the CW Classic Exchange coming up this weekend, I decided to check out 


my trusty Hallicrafters FPM-200 for its once-a-year appearance. As those of 
you who have worked it in prior years can attest, my FPM-200 has a 
distinctive CW note that has been graciously described as the sound of a 
surgery ward in the days before anesthesia. That, or worn brake pads. Or 
maybe a flock of drunk canaries. You get the idea. 


I was prepared to live with the CW note, but the last time I fired up the 
radio, the BFO stopped working in mid-contest. A dead BFO is a show-stopper, 
so this afternoon I tore into the old rig. Turns out the sidetone 
oscillator wasn't working right. Since the sidetone oscillator injects a 
tone into the balanced modulator to create a CW signal (like the KWM-1 or 
KWM-2). that was the problem for the _unique" CW note. On a hunch, I 
replaced an 8 uF electrolytic in the sidetone oscillator and that fixed the 
problem. I've seldom been that lucky; the capacitor was actually easy to get 
to. 


Next was the dead BFO. I couldn't check the BFO under power (had to remove a 
bunch of circuit boards), so as a precaution I replaced several 
out-of-tolerance resistors and electrolytics in the BFO circuit - not an 
easy job - and then, as I was hooking everything back up I noticed a broken 
wafer on the function switch. The wafer had cracked in half and the wiper 
was just hanging in mid air. No way the BFO would work. A little surgery, 
aided by a few drops of epoxy, repaired the wafer. Although most of the 
FPM-200 has an expense-be-damned feel to it, Hallicrafters used cheap 
phenolic wafer switches on the radio. It wouldn't have killed them to use 
good ceramic switches. A good example of being penny-wise-and-pound-foolish. 


So now my FPM-200 is working like it was intended back in 1959. No more 
572C reports for me. Now, my CW note is silky smooth, like a glass of single 
malt scotch at the end of a hard day. So be sure and look for the old gal 
this weekend on CX. Trouble is, it will sound like all the other radios on 
the air, so I may be hard to find. Never had that problem before I fixed the 
radio. Oh well, I've still got my TBS-50D and my Lysco 600. Either one can 
win a chirp contest, and I'll have them on the air also. You won't want to 
miss them! .
